He van 
pushed, backwards down ike steps of a public house ( into which he was tn/iuy 
to force his way when under the ii/Jiueiice of liquor), by the proprietor, who 
was tried at the last Assizes on a charge of manslaughter and acquitted,

Annie George, housekeeper, died from the effects of burns received ; her 
husband, John George, having thrown a paper containing gunpowder 
into the fire where she was at tho time cooking. He was of very 
violent and intemperate habits, and on being turned out of the house 
by his son, he committed the outrage. He was removed to hospital in 
consequence of injuries which he himself sustained on the occasion, and 
upon recovery, he was sentenced to eighteen months’ imprisonment.

Edward Kkllt, clerk, was found lying in on insensible state, on a road 
near the town. On examination, it was observed that he had been stabbed 
with a penknife in the side. He died from the effects thereof. Ho 
persistently refused to give any information either to his relatives or the 
Police respecting the occurrence One man, upon whom suspicion rested, 
was arrested, but subsequently discharged for want of evidence. The 
motive could not be ascertained, ......

Mary Lynch, daughter of a small farmer, was found dead in a shallow 
stream, under circumstances that led to the presumption that she was 
murdered by a man named Hugh Kay, by whom she is said to have been 
pregnant, and in whose company she was seen immediately before the 
murder. His belt was fottnd beside her body, and it is suspected that he 
killed her to evade fulfilling a promise of marriage. Fay was arrested, and 
committed for trial at spring Assizes! 1871, when however the trial had 
to be postponed in consequence of the sudden death of one of the Crown 
witnesses, .........

John Smith, farmer, died in the County Infirmary from a compound frac- 
ture of the leg, which he sustained when returning from a fair, in 
drunken vow, in which a number of men were engaged. There was no 
evidence to implicate any particular person, and there does not appear to 
have been any premeditation in the infliction of the injury,

Patriok TrERNEV, labourer, died from the effects of seven stabs, inflicted 
on him by Michael Clarke when standing in a public-house, where there 
was a drunken broil, in which deceased was taking no part. Death 
resulted in five minutes after ha received the wounds. Clarke was 
brought to trial at Summer Assises, convicted and sentenced to five 
years' penal servitude. The defence of his Counsel went to show that 
deceased and others, who had been drinking in company with the 
brother of the accused, endeavoured to induce the brother to join an 
illegal society, and that it was on this account that the accused quarrelled 
with the deceased and others, which led to the fatal row,

John M’Govern, small fanner, when returning on the evening of the 14th 
from Swanlinbar fair, had an altercation with parties on the road, 
which led to his being assaulted by three men, one of whom struck 
him on the head with the butt of a pistol. The injured man did not feel 
much hurt, and resumed his work. On the evening of the 17th, however, 
he complained of illness, and died on the following morning. The only 
cause assigned was that M'Oovem, who was intoxicated at the time, made 
use of political expressions which were displeasing to his assailants. Two men 
were committed by the Coroner, and are bailed for trial at next Spring 
Assizes, ..... ....

9 Owen Granny, small farmer, died from injuries received from parties who 

assaulted him and his son on their way home. Several suspected persons 
were arres'ed, but were subsequently discharged. The other son of the 
deceased had, some Lime previously, prosecuted for an assault several persons 
who were found amongst those arrested as above stated. No further 
clue has been obtained, . • _• _ , • 

10 INoher Coll, labourer, was struck on the head with a stone by John 

M‘Hugli, in a public house broil. He managed, after a time, to get to his 
home, a distance of seven miles. MTIugh was himself severely injured 
upon the occasion ; and, as Coil's life was not at first considered to be 
endangered, MTIugh was not then arrested, and there is reason to 
believe he has emigrated to America, . • 

11 Anthony Gallagher, small fanner, died from the cilects of a blow 

inflicted by Peter Sweeney, who, assisted by his wife, was at the time 
roofing a small house. There was a dispute as to his rujlit to do so. 
Sweeney had formerly lived in this house, but having built another 
at the other end of the farm, the house in question had become a 
wallstead, and Sweeney had been directed by the agent of the estate, 
and by the bailiff, not to roof it. The adjoining iarm is occupied 
by Charles Gallagher, sou of the deceased, and is distant about 20 yards 
from the house in question. Sweeney having, notwithstanding the 
injunctions he had received, set about rooting the house, Charles 
Gallagher sent word to his father to inform the bailiff Anthony, not 
being able to find the bailiff', went liimsclf to the scene, and finding 
Sweeney working at the roof, bade him desist, to which Sweeney 
paid no attention. Gallagher pulled away Sweeney’s wife, who was 
handing up seraws for the roof. Sweeney beeamc incensed, and struck 
Gallagher with the spade or stick with which he was putting on the 
seraws. Gallagher got into his son's house, became insensible, and 
did not recover consciousness till he died. Sweeney at first absconded, 
but afterwards surrendered, and was committed for trial at Spring Assizes, 
187 1. He soon afterwards became insane, and was iound unfit to plead

12 Thomas M'Kee, child of a dealer in trinkets, aged three years and a half, 
was, whilst returning from school, killed by a cart (one of a number 
laden with coals) passing over his head, when the driver was a consider- 
able distance behind.

18 John Gallagher, bailiff to Colonel Forde, left liis house in the 
evening ; not having returned that night, search was made on the follow- 
ing morning, when his body', evidently dead some time, was found in 
a plantation, having received a shot in the back of the head which had 
penetrated the brain. It was also found that deceased bad been robbed 
of £13, which he had for paying the men iu Colonel Fordo’s employ-

perpetrator, John Gregory, was arrested, and at tne Spring Assizes, 3.871, 
was convicted of the murder.

Yilliam M‘Mahon, farmer and blacksmith, one of an Orange procession 
returning from the residence of Mr. Moutray, j.p., was fired at (at 
Shanco, two miles from Emyvale, on the road to Augluiacloyy and 
dangerously wounded, by' some one of a crowd of persons (supposed 
Roman Catholics) who had waylaid the Orangemen. The day after 
his death an innuest was held, and an open verdict returned. Four

his death au inquest was held, and an open verdict returned. Four 
persons were at once arrested on suspicion, hut afterwards discharged. 
Subsequently, however, on a magisterial inquiry, Peter and Margaret 
Murray (two of the four persons above referred to) were re arrested and 
returned for trial at Spring Assizes. They were subsequently' admitted 
to bail by rule of Queen’s Bench. Peter Murray only was tried, and was 
acquitted. The Grand Jury awarded £500 to the widow of deceased, as 
compensation for the loss of her husband, . ■ • • 

15 Patrick M‘Kian, shopkeeper, came into his shop on this afternoon, at the 
call of his brother, James M'Kian, who, after using threatening language 
towards him, stabbed him twice with a shoemaker’s knife. He died 
from the effects of the injuries in about au hour afterwards. Mr. 
Treston, h.m., who was passing at the time, secured the offender, and 
at great risk disarmed him of the knife. He was then taken into 
custody, and committed for trial. The accused had some money claim upon 
the deceased, and the act was premeditated. At the Spring Assizes, 1871, 
he was convicted of the murder, and sentenced to death, but the sentence 
was subsequently commuted to penal servitude for life, •

John Ruddock, farmer, was returning to his house in the evening, by a 
short way over a field, and, when passing a plantation, he received a 
blow of a stone which fractured his sltull, from the effects of which he 
died next day. Michael Hosey was accused of the outrage, and sent by 
the Coroner for trial at Summer Assizes, when the case was postponed 
until Spring Assizes, 1871, bail being refused. He was, however, subse- 
quently dischargred without trial, the evidence being insufficient. 1U 
feeling arising out af family mailers is supposed to be the motive.

Patrick Dunne, labourer, was met on the public road, near Philipstown, on 
the evening of this date, by Lawrence and Margaret Sheil, when the 
woman fired two shots from a pistol at Dunne, both of which took effect, 
causing almost instant death. There had been a dispute between the parties , 
about a right of way through a bog. Lawrence and Margaret Sheil were 
arrested, and found guilty at Spring Assizes ; they were condemned to 
death, and both were executed on the 27th May, .

Patrick Reilly, poor farmer, accompanied by three of his companions, was 
returning home at night from Kenagh, where they had been drinking in 
a public-house. On the road a dispute arose between the parties, who 
were all more or less intoxicated, and in the altercation which ensued 
the deceased was struck with a heavy bludgeon or stone which fractured 
his skull, causing his death on the following morning. Francis Coughlan 
was tried for this offence at the Spring Assizes, 1871, and acquitted. 
Drunkenness is the only cause that can be assigned for the outrage, as the 
parties were on good terms before the occurrence, ....

Peter Conaoiiy, fanner, died of erysipelas resulting from injuries inflicted 
on his head by John Butterly.witb some blunt instrument, whilst engaged 
with others in a drunken quarrel in a public house. Butterly has been 
arrested, tried at Spring Assizes, and acquitted, ....

Patrick Fitzmorrts, labourer, died from the effect of an injury inflicted by 
James Murphy, who, in a quarrel with deceased, thrust his umbrella into 
his eye, injuring the brain. Both parties were drunk at the time, and had 
called each other offensive names, which led to the fatal act. There was no 
premeditation. Murphy was fried at the following Assizes and sentenced 

to one month's Imprisonment,

Margaret M'Cormiok, huckster, was found brutally murdered on this 
morning, in her house, the roof of which had been thrown down, to make 
it appeal' that its fall had been the cause of her death. Access had been 
apparently obtained by making a hole in the thatch over the bedroom of 
the deceased, who was found dead on the floor, her skull having been 
broken over the left eye by some weapon. Every effort to trace the 
perpetrator failed. The deceased was a relative and friend of a family- 
named Ledwich, lately poisoned. Janies, Andrew, and Nicholas Led wicli, 
father and two sons, farmers, aged respectively, 70, 30, and 10 years, died 
on 8th October, 1809, from having eaten of a cake made of materials 
found in a parcel which they had picked up on the road, and which, upon 
analysis, was found to contain arsenic. It was suspected that the materials 
had been maliciously placed for an evil purpose. The motive was involved 
in mystery, .........

* MiohaelKerioan, farmer, died from the effects of a gunshot wound, inflicted 
by some person unknown, who fired into his dwelling at night. He had. 
taken five acres of land from a man named Austin, who afterwards repented 
the agreement, and the lattir having attempted to resume forcible possession (in 
doing which he assaulted Kerujan ), was summoned to Petty Sessions. It was 
there decreed that Kerigan should have the land. He shortly afterwards 
received a letter threatening him with death. Austin was arrested, but upon 
investigation, no sufficient evidence could be produced to warrant his 
detention. He was therefore discharged, .....

James Hiney, farmer, died from the effects of a blow on the head, inflicted 
in a drunken quarrel, by some person, when deceased was returning, 
from the fair of Moate. Hiney remained speechless from the time he' 
received the injury until he died. Luke Kelly, the suspected parly 
absconded, but afterwards surrendered himself, and was brought before 
the Magistrates in Petty Sessions, but discharged from want of sufficient 
evidence to justify the case being sent to trial There was an evident 
unwillingness on the part of the relatives of the deceased to prosecute, 
and the swearing was very contradictory, .....

Francis Dowling, an army pensioner, steward to Messrs. Perry, of Ballina- 
gore Mills, when returning from his office in the evening, and about 
entering the gate-house, where he resided, was fired at and shot dead by

taking aim, appears to have been concealed about two or three yards 
on Dowling's right. Four pellets struck Dowling. Deceased was an 
inoffensive man, and generally liked. About two years ago a man was dis- 
•missel from Messrs. Perry's employment. He was succeeded by Dowling. 
Revenge for this is the only motive assigned, for the crime. Messrs. Perry 
have been three times noticed by threatening letters to discharge four 
persons, of whom Dowling was one ; and about six months ago were 
informed that a man was told off to shoot Dowling. Two men were 
arrested (one of whom was the party dismissed), but both were dis- 
charged for want of evidence. The Grand Jury at Spring Assizes, 1871, 
awarded £800 compensation to the widow of deceased, 
oijth Dec. 27 ‘Thomas Vvatrrs, process-server, was found by a police patrol, one mile from 
Mullingar, at eleven o’clock, p m., shot dead ; his body still warm. There 
were three bullet wounds in his left breast. The Rea. Mr. Cnfton , of 
Louth, about a month ago resolved upon evicting a notorious Ribbon lender, 
who luiil refused to pay an increased rent, bat so yreat teas the dread of this 
man that no one could bn found to serve the ejectment notice Waters at last 
undertook the task. Hi.s death deprives the landlord of proof that the 
notiee was seived, and the tenant in question will, in consequence, r.tain 
his farm for six months longer. It is believed that this crime was 
resolved on and carried out under the directions of the Ribbon con- 
spiracy. The police repeatedly warned deceased of the danger of 
associating with known members of that society, nud frequently escorted 
him (contrary to his wish) part of the way home. Three persons have 
been arrested. One of the three was seen drinking with Waters during 
the entire day of the murder. They wore, however, discharged by the 
magistrate for want of evidence. The Grand Jury at Spring Assizes, 
1871, awarded £325 compensation to the widow of deceased, 

24th May, 28 James Manley, a mendicant, known by the name of “ Hilly,” was found 
brutally murdered in a field adjoining the road at Clouee. lliore were 
several wounds on the head and face, apparently inflicted by a fork and 
the claws of a hammer. There was also the mark of a rope round the 
neck. Two stones were found near the body with blood and hair on 
them. An ass, and a ear containing a calf, all the property of deceased, 
wore found at a short distance from the scene. It vat known he lrnd 
money which it is supposed he- carried on his person. Charles Murphy, upon 
whom strong suspicion rests, was arrested, and committed for trial at 
Assizes. At last Assizes the case was postponed upon the application 
of the Crown, ..--••••• 

. 18th Nov. 29 Patrice Kelly, labourer, died from compression of the brain, caused by 
injuries on the head, inflicted with a blunt instrument, while he was 
under the influence of liquor, by some person unknown, during a casual 
quarrel. There is reason to think the blow was struck by William 
Barrington, who was committed for trial at next Spring Assizes. 
The Grand Jury ignored the bill stmt up against linn, 

2nd June, 80 Hugh Morphy, small farmer, had a quarrel with his brother Denis, when 
the latter struck him on the head with a stick, from the effects of which 
he died. Anger with his brother for disposing of some of the stock of a firm 
which deceased held, and width lw [Denis) was jealous about, being the senior, 
is supposed to hive been the motive. The accused was tried a 1 Summer 
Assizes; and, though it was clearly proved that he had struck the 
deceased a severe blow on the head with a slick, causing the blood to 
flow, yet, as the deceased had tokl the doctor who attended him. after the 
injury, probably to coneeal the facts, that he received the injury by a 
fall over a ditch, the Jury were induced to acquit the prisoner,

PROVINCE OF MUNSTER. 

About one o’clock on the morning of 30th August, 1809, James Caraeane, 
draper’s assistant., was ‘‘out on the spree” with some friends of his, when 
a dispute arose between them about women. The night was dark, and 
Carakane received two wounds on the right side from a knife, from the 
effects of which he eventually died. The parties accused (Patrick Wing 
and Patrick Hinohy), were tried at Spring Assizes and acquitted, 

Kate M'Kee, dealer in eggs, was murdered by some person or persons at 
present unknown. Her body was found in a field at Killeen, the face 
presenting a black swollen appearance, with blood oozing from the mouth 
and left ear, the murder having evidently been accomplished by strangu- 
lation. It is supposed that her person had been violateil, but nothing certain has 
transpired. It lias been found impossible, hitherto, to procure evidence, 
James Doherty, farmer, living near Iinnistimon, was found in a dying state, 
at 5. 80 a.m., about two hundred yards from liis house, lying on his face, 
with his skull fractured. He died shortly afterwards. A man named 
O’Brien, whom the murdered man had hul fined for trespass last year, was 
arrested and brought forward at Summer Assizes, and was bailed to 
appear at next Spring Assizes. The Crown, however, did not proceed 
wilh the prosecution,

Thomas Murrihy, a farmer's son, rvns shot dead by Terence O'Loughlin, in 
the town of Lnhiueh. Deceased wns one anuituj a number of lads wlm were 
hooting O’Loughlin, who, becoming euroued. brought a gun from his house, 
and fired the fatal shot. The accused was committed for trial, and at 
Spring Assizes, 1871, was sentenced to two years' imprisonment with 
hard labour. He was in the habit of getting intoxicated (as he was 
upon this occasion), and, when under the influence of drink, of coiniug 
outside his house crying, “ here’s O’Loughlin,’’ and making extraordinary 
noises with his mouth. This, of course, drew together all the boys of 
the neighbourhood, who were in the habit of amusing themselves by 
shouting and mimicking O’Loughlin, ..... 

Cornelius Buckley, farmer, was stabbed with a knife in the abdomen by 
William M’Carlhy, his father-in-law, and died on following morning. 
deceased and his wife had lived unhappily and were about to separate, when 
the fatal dispute took place. McCarthy was tried at the Assizes and 

acquitted, ........ 

David Condon, labourer, aged 48 years, was found lying in a ditch on the 
side of the public road, with a severe cut on the back of the head, sup- 
posed. to have been indicted by a blow of a stone. He was in an uncon- 
scious state, and remained so til! liis death on the following morning. 
On the day of the outrage, Thomas Condon, a cousin of deceased, had, 
in an offensive manner , demanded payment from deceased of an old debt, 
which led to a quarrel in a public house, after which both were seen to 
proceed towards the scene of the outrage. Thomas Condon was 
arrested 5 but there was not sufficient evidence to warrant his being 
put on his trial for the murder, and he was discharged, . 

John Winter, labourer, aged 71 years, was knocked down by a cart driven 
by Patrick Callaghan, whereby he received such severe injuries that 
he lingered and died. The accused was tried at Spring Assizes and 
acquitted, ......... 

William Gilson, private, 1st Boyal Dragoons, when proceeding along the 
Victoria-road, in a state of drunkenness, was struck with a stone on the 
head, fracturing his skull, by some person whom he could not identify. 
He was removed to the Military Hospital, where he died A bad feeling 
had existed between the miUtnry and civilians for some lime previously, 

Patrick Mahony and Cornelius Quinlan, farm labourers, quarrelled in bed. 
Next morning Quinlan arose first, and went out, and when Mali ony, a 
little later, entered his employera cow-house, he received from Quinlan 
a violent blow on the head, inti icted with a sharp instrument (supposed 
to have been a spade), causing fracture of the skull, from the etiects of 
which he died. Qttiulan was tried and convicted, and sentenced to 
fifteen months' imprisonment. No motive is discoverable beyond the 
previous night’s quarrel, ....... 

Patrick Leake, farmer, died from inflammation of the brain, supposed to 
have been induced by hurts sustained n hen thrown down in a casual quarrel 
with John Laid, in a public-house in Ballyheigue. The accused was 
tried at Summer Assizes, and acquitted, ..... 

Michael Doyi.e, farm servant, died from the effects of a blow of a stone on 
the head, inflicted by Michael Gradj', who mistook Boyle to be one 0 / 
parly with whom, he hail hern quarrelling while drunk, in consequence of 
an old spleen which had originated at a hurling match. Grady was 
arrested, and bailed to appear at Spring Assizes, 1871, when he wus tried 
and acquitted, ........ 

Patrick Rahilly, blacksmith, died from the effects of a blow of a stick on. 
the head, inflicted by Bryan Malony in a faction fight. The accused was 
committed and tried at Spring Assizes, 187 1 , wbeu he was acquitted, 

Patrick Neknan, former, when returning at night from Kenmare fair, was 
struck on the head with a brier hook by Edward Fitzgerald, the point of 
which entered the brain. He also received two blows of a stick from 
Cornelius Sullivan.

The only motive assigned for this outrage is that I.xjnch is a servant 
of a man who has lately taken a mill in the neighbourhood, and has thereby injured 
the business of other parties in the same trade. : Such was the view taken of tho case at 
the time. At a later period of the year, the constabulary had reason io believe that 
Lynch’s assailants mistook him for another person who was supposed to have been an 
informer.

He had assisted 
upon one occasion in seizing some goods for rent due ; and upon another occasion he had 
tarried away a labouring man.

* John Fox, farmer, when driving' home his cattle, saw a stranger advancing towards him ; 
suspecting the man’s purpose, Fox produced a pistol, and told him not to come nearer. 
The stranger also took out a pistol, and, saying he was not going to injure Fox, desired 
him to give up twelve acres of land held by Fox. from which a man had been evicted fbr 
nonpayment of rent three or four years ago, and who now wants to get this farm back. 
Fox said he would not surrender it; and both having turned to walk away, the 
unknown man fired at Fox, but did not hit him. Fox pursued him some distance. 
Two persons were arrested, but not being identified, were discharged. Fox gave up 
the land on the 1 9th March, and it remains still unlet.

•Rev. James Crofton, Protestant Rector of Dunleer, when returning at about 8 o’clock 
p.m., to Tyrrellspass from Olonfad, where he had been walking oyer his property, was 
met by two men, one of whom, after they lind passed, fired at him with a pistol, the 
bullet inflicting a very slight wound on his shoulder. On Mr. Crofton turning round 
and demanding tho reason of this outrage, both men fired at him. He then walked 
quickly away, and had gone but a short distance when one of the two again fired at 
him. Mr. Crofton followed, but could not overtake him, and on turning back was 
fired at by the second man from a ditch. None of the last four shots inflicted, any 
' injury. Mr. Crofton had on the previous day informed his tenants that he intended 
increasing their rents, and that he would evict them if they did not pay the increase. Two 
persons were arrested, but were discharged. Only one tenant was actually served 
with notice to quit.

COUNTY OF TYRONE. 2Srd December, 1 870. 

John Dosaidson, (a) labourer, when returning with others from Fintona market, on the 18th November, received a blow on the 
head from a stone or some other blunt instrument, which ultimately caused his death. He went to bis work for some days 
af.er the injury had been inflicted, and would not allow the occurrence to be mentioned. Deceased had become irritated when he 
saw familiarity existing between a man and a girl— and struck the man. Donaldson was thereupon assaulted, as above stated, by some 
person unknown.

COUNTY OF MAYO. 30th December, 1870. 

Patuick Fitzmaurice, (a) shopkeeper, was seen to leave a public-house in Ballyhaunis, on the night of the 20th December, along 
with a companion named Martin Hannon. Shortly afterwards, the proprietor of tho public-house heard Fitzmaurice calling for 
the police, and on going to his assistance ascertained that he had sustained a fracture of the skull. Deceased stated that bo had

PROVINCE OF LEINSTER. 

KINO’S COUNTY. 1 5th January. 

Michael Moran, farmer, and his wife, Eliza Mob an, when proceeding to prayers on an outside car, were fired at on the public road leading 
to the Chapel of Tubber, about 10.50 a.m., when Elisa Moran received injuries, from the effects of which her life is in danger. She was only 
married in June last, and is near her confinement. They had driven about a quarter of a mile, and when ascending a slight hill, Moran 
saw the heads of three men looking over the ditch of a field on the right side of the road. One of them wore something like a mask. He 
had passed the place about twenty yards, when three shots were fired ; he was uninjured ; looking back he saw one of the men, who was 
armed with a gun, attempting to reload. His wife then exclaimed she was wounded, and turning round he perceived her lying back on the 
car. When ho looked towards the men again, he saw them running away towards the marsh or bog. Moran turned the ear and drove 
home. His wife had received eleven gunshot-wounds in the head and face— ten with slugs ar.d large shot, the other with a bullet, which 
grazed her head and passed off. Moran cannot give a description of his assailants. His wife has ever since been too unconscious to be 
examined. Mary King, a servant of Moran, was seen by him in advance on the road. She states she saw three men, but can give no 
description. She made no signal to warn her master, who suspects that she aided in some degree the persons who planned the outrage. She 
is very intimate with a man named Babbit, who is in custody. Pieces of newspaper were found on the road, which had been used as 
wadding, and tracks were discovered in the direction the assailants had taken. These were followed a considerable distance, but the men 
had passed out of view. The police could got no information, although the outrage was committed in a rather populous district ; there were 
two houses within 100 yards of the scene. The inmates of these houses have been examined without any satisfactory result. A man named 
William Daly, cousin to Moran, had accompanied Mary King as far as one of these houses, into which ’he turned; he states he heard 
Moran’s car passing, heard three shots, and saw three men running away, but can give no description. Three . other men were seen by 
Moran about 500 yards from the place ; they state they beard the shots, but saw no persons. The constabulary afterwards ascertained 
that several persons had observed the three offenders running away, when about a mile and a half from the place. No satisfactory evidence 
has been obtained from these persons. One of them, named John Dargan, first stated the offenders were 300 yards distant from him. 
He afterwards admitted he had actually spoken to them, but would give no clue to their identity. Moran was in possession of a farm of 
seven acres, which his father purchased from a man named Kelly, about twenty years ago. Kelly returned from America, and wanted to get 
back the land. _ Moran refused. Kelly went to live with people named Rabbit, and after some time again went to America. A threatening 
, notice about this farm was received by Moran in November, 1869. He was visited by an armed party, and further threatened in January, 
1870. Bernard, Patrick, and Timothy Babbit, and James M ‘Donald were arrested on suspicion, but subsequently discharged. From 
dread of the Ribbon Society in this district, no evidence can be obtained at present. At the Spring Assizes, 1871, the Morans were awarded 
by the Grand Jury .£200 compensation for the injuries they had received. C 24,065. 

COUNTY OF WESTMEATH. 16th January. 

Cornelius Supple, constable of the Royal Irish Constabulary, was leisurely walking alone in the village of Raharney, about 7, p.m., when he 
was fired at from behind a high wall, the shot taking effect in his left cheek. While crossing the wall in pursuit of his assailant, he was 
again fired at and struck in the right cheek and nose, both shots causing the blood to flow profusely from his face. On advancing on 
the man, ho^ was a third time fired at, the contents of the pistol grazing bis forehead. The constable then closed on his assailant, and 
took from, him a twelve-chamber revolver. A struggle ensued, in which both fell, the offender letting fall another revolver. He succeeded, 
however, in getting one knee on the constable’s body, and attempted to fire a small pistol, presented at the constable’s face, but it missed . 

• fire. This pistol Supple also succeeded in taking. The man succeeded in escaping at the time, but Supple immediately afterwards gave the 
. ' name of Laurence Bray to the Constabulary. He was at once arrested, and fully identified by Supple. Ho was tried *+ ,ne -* «•»■««• 
acquitted. 

23rd January. 

*Mr. James Blagbipp, farmer, was proceeding about 4.30, a.m.', on a car to the fair of Athlone, 

and had just got on the public road when he was fired at from behind a ditch. Blagriff called i „ 

a man leaped across the ditch into the field they had left and fired a second shot from a pistol. The horse, frightened by the shots, 
galloped eff, and the would-be assassin pursued the car along the field by the roadside, firing a third shot. None of the shots took effect, 
but Blagriff’ states the slug or bullet from the last whistled close by his head. He also asserts that, from the starlight and the view he got of 
the man from Ihe flash of the second shot, to the best of bis belief’, it was Robert Black, jun., who fired it. Sis father, Robert Black, senior , 
owes two and a half years' rent for a house and garden to Blagriff. [ who served him with a process. Black begged time till a fair, held on 20 th 
‘ instant , but had not paid the amount at the time of the outrage. Black was ejected eight or nine years ago, for non-payment of rent of land 
which Blagriff now holds. Robert Black, junior, was tried at last assizes, but the trial resulted in a disagreement of the jury. C 24,245.

There were only two men in the barrack at tbe time, one of whom hearing the shot, immediately proceeded to the spot, 
and shortly afterwards arrested John Quinlivan and his two sons, John and Thomas. These persons owed the deceased 
some £50, for which he had got a decree against them.
